Public input 
to follow 
latest arena 
designs 


Update. Council will 
see, discuss the latest 
on downtown arena 
and district next week

Updated images of what a pro¬ 
posed downtown arena could 
look like will be imveiled next 
week. 

And according to a city re¬ 
port released Thursday, the 
public will have a chance to 
provide input rather soon. 

Rick Daviss, executive dir¬ 


ector for the project, said 360 
Architecture, the firm retained 
to lead the design team, will be 
at council Wednesday 

“360 will be presenting the 
schematic design with a little 
more context,” said Daviss. 
“This is more of an informa¬ 
tion session.” 

The renderings will dif¬ 
fer from images leaked last 
month, he added. 

Details will then become 
available about city-wide open 
houses May 29 and Tune 5, 6 
and 7. 

The report reiterates a 
$450-million budget, and that 
the land, LRT hnk, pedestrian 
corridor and 104 Avenue cross¬ 
ing will total an additional 


$82 miUion. It also touches on 
commimity benefits under ne¬ 
gotiation with the Katz Group, 
such as a community skating 
rink, construction jobs for 
low-income residents, a good- 
neighbour policy to address 
parking and littering, and out¬ 
reach activities for area youth 
and families. 

Coun. Tony Caterina said 
he was hoping for something 
more than the two-page re¬ 
port. 

“1 thought we would have 
had something more 
concrete by now,” 
he said.

Police issue 
safety warning 
after ATV death, 
collision 

Back-to-back crashes are 
prompting Edmonton 
police to warn drivers of 
all-terrain vehicles to be 
safer. 

Less than one day 
after a man died when 
he plunged over a 65- 
foot embankment at a 
northeast industrial site, 
police were called to 
a crash on Yellowhead 
Trail involving an ATV 
and a car. 

Police said a 25-year- 
old woman driving the 
ATV was taken to hospi¬ 
tal with serious injuries 
at 1:30 p,m, on Thursday, 
She was not wearing a 
helmet. 

Police say the car 
was stopped at a light 
on 89 Street waiting to 
proceed onto Yellowhead 
Trail when it was struck 
by the eastbound ATV 
travelling on a parallel 
service road. 

Charges are pending 
against the ATV driver. 

Emergency crews 
responded to that col¬ 
lision as an officer was 
providing a safety warn¬ 
ing after the incident on 
Wednesday evening that 
left a 38-year-old man 
dead. 

Police said the man, 
who was wearing a 
helmet, went over the 
edge of an open pit in 
the area of 131 Avenue 
and Meridian Street at 
about 7 p,m, and was 
pronounced dead on the 
scene. 

Police said two driv¬ 
ers were in the fenced- 
off area, 

“You can only drive 
ATVs on private land, 
and definitely not on 
city streets and parks,” 
said Const, Steven 
Levesque of the EPS 
traffic section, adding 
such behaviour can be 
dangerous and also lead 
to a $250 fine,

Without releasing the cause 
of death, Edmonton pohce 
said Thursday that the death 
of a man whose body was 
pulled from a burning home 
this week is a homicide, 

“We have our EPS homi¬ 
cide that have taken over the 
investigation of the death of 
an adult male that we believe 
is in his late 20s,” said Ed¬ 
monton Police Service spokes¬ 
person Clair Seyler, 

At 7:40 a,m, on Tuesday, 
Edmonton Fire Rescue in¬ 
formed police that the body 
had been found in the base¬ 
ment of a home at 129 Street 
and 117 Avenue that had 
caught fire. 

As of Thursday afternoon, 
officers were still tr 3 dng to

identify the man. 

Many neighbours thought 
the home was abandoned, 
“We believe that a person 
was hving there. However, 
we do not know if it was the 
same person that was found 
in the home,” Seyler said. 
While the fire appears to 
have started on either the first 
or second floor, the cause is 
imder investigation by 
both fire officials and 
the EPS arson unit.

Added police enforcement 
on Alberta highways is a pos¬ 
sibility, but officials want 
more evaluation of provin¬ 
cial road safety before green- 
lighting new initiatives. 

Jonathan Denis, who ear¬ 
lier in the week retained the 
solicitor-general portfolio 
within the Tory govern¬ 
ment and also inherited the 
responsibilities of justice 
minister, said a number of 
high-profile crashes in the 
province recently are cer¬ 
tainly alarming, but he be¬ 
lieves the public looks for a 
“measured” response. 

“It’s important to me not 
to make a knee-jerk reac¬ 
tion,” Denis said. “We have 
noticed there can be a lot 
of problems on long week¬ 
ends.... There’s simply more 
cars on the road on long 
weekends.” 


Tickets 


• Provincewide, 21,000 
traffic-safety-violation 
tickets were handed out 
to Alberta drivers in 2011. 


• Data provided to Metro 
by police forces across 
Canada earlier this year 
indicates Alberta law 
enforcement hands out 
more speeding tickets 
than any other province 
thanks, in large part, to 
the use of photo radar. 


Some members of the 
public called on the govern¬ 
ment for action following a 
fatal collision on Highway 
63 running between Red- 
water and Fort McMurray 
that killed seven people. 

A four-day enforcement 
blitz last weekend on the 
stretch that has claimed doz¬ 
ens of lives in recent years 
yielded more than 600 fines, 
but RCMP conceded danger¬ 
ous driving is an issue across 
the province.

City snow and ice budget springs ahead with savings

Flurries sprinkled parts of 
the city throughout the day 
Thursday, though many Ed¬ 
montonians thought they 
were done with the white 
stuff for at least a few months. 

Despite the snowy scare, 
things are looking relatively 
good — especially with re¬ 
gards to the city’s snow- and 
ice-control budget. 

Now that spring has 
sprung, snow and ice remov¬ 
al is likely finished up until 


winter visits again later this 
year. 

And first-quarter budget 
numbers show there’s plenty 
left in the $48.9 million 2012 
budget for that work. 

From Jan. 1 through to the 
end of March, the city spent 
$19.5 million — under the 
$22.7 million budgeted for 
that time period. 

“We’re going into the fall 
looking very, very good,” said 
Bob Dunford, the city’s direc¬ 


tor of roadway maintenance. 

Of course, this winter was 
extremely mild compared 
to record snowfalls last year 
that put the snow budget $30 
million into the red. 

But 2011 was a “fairly 
exceptional” year, said Dun¬ 
ford. In fact, if 2011 were re¬ 
moved from the books, over¬ 
all snow budgets from the 
past five years would show a 
0.2 per cent variance.

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Hockey. MacLean takes 
flack for 9-11 comment 


For once, Don Cherry isn’t in the 
hot seat over what he said on 
Hockey Night In Canada. 

Instead it’s his longtime on- 
air companion Ron MacLean, 
who sparked controversy when 
he compared players to 9-11 
first responders prior to Wed¬ 
nesday’s playoff game between 
New York and Washington. 

At the start of the broadcast, 
MacLean notes that the two cit¬ 
ies were united by the tragedy 
of the Sept. 11, 2001, terrorist 
attacks. 

He says it is “crazy to com¬ 
pare what the emergency re¬ 
sponders did during that time, 
but a spirit has to start some¬ 
where.” 

He then goes on to say you 
“can’t help but be struck by 
the players and the way they’ve 
played these games. 

“They are like pohce officers, 
they are like firefighters. You 
can’t fight fire with ego. The 
pain these men have faced, the 
price they keep on paying, the 
hearts they keep on lifting.” 

MacLean and the CBC issued 
a statement Thursday to “clari¬ 
fy” the comments, which were 
rebuked by columnists on both 
sides of the border and scorned 
on Twitter. 

But his statement failed to 
soothe some on the social-net¬ 



working website, who noted 
he opted to explain rather than 
back down from the compari¬ 
son. 

“Ron Maclean decides to de¬ 
fend instead of back off his ... 
ridiculous hyperbole. A stupid, 
disrespectful comparison but 
not malicious,” tweeted Jason 
Pachkowslri of Regina. 

While he didn’t retract the 
comments in the statement, 
he did elaborate on his thought 
process, the Canadian press

London. Jury

A laptop computer belong¬ 
ing to the man accused of 
kidnapping, sexually as¬ 
saulting and killing Victoria 
Stafford was used to search 
online for “real underage 
rape” and “nude preteen” 
not long before the eight- 
year-old was abducted, court 
documents indicate. 

But the jury in Michael 
Rafferty’s trial — now se¬ 
questered and deciding 
his fate — doesn’t know 
it, along with a number of 
other facts that the court 
deemed inadmissible. 

The Crown contends 
Rafferty also downloaded 
“substantial” amounts of 



child pornography, and alleged that he drugged, 
there was evidence of snuff choked and raped her. A lit- 
films — movies depicting any of past dates reported 
real killings — on his lap- he had a penchant for sexual 
top. A woman he met online choking. Some even com¬ 


plained of his “disconcert¬ 
ing” behaviour toward their 
children. 

The jury doesn’t know 
that, either. 

Superior Court Judge 
Thomas Heeney refused 
to allow evidence found

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Sochi. Chechens, Geoigians 
blamed for foiled terror plot 


Russian agents have foiled ter¬ 
ror attack plans on the Black 
Sea resort of Sochi, host of the 
2014 Winter Olympics, author¬ 
ities said Thursday, blaming 
Chechen separatists and neigh¬ 
bouring Georgia for jointly 
masterminding the plans. 

Georgian authorities and se¬ 
curity experts, however, called 
the accusations “paranoid” and 
“hard to beheve.” 

Russia’s National Anti-Ter¬ 
rorist Committee said the FSB, 
the successor agency to the 
KGB, had discovered 10 caches 
of weapons and ammunition 
on May 4 and May 5 in Geor¬ 
gia’s breakaway republic of 
Abkhazia, which lies just miles 
from Sochi. 


The arms seized included 
portable surface-to-air mis¬ 
siles, grenade laimchers, flame 
throwers, grenades, rifles, ex¬ 
plosives and maps, the security 
service said. 

Authorities said the terror¬ 
ists were planning to smuggle 
the explosives and arms into 
Sochi “between 2012 and 2014 
to use them during the prepara¬ 
tions and during the games.” 

They did not elaborate on 
how they came to this conclu¬ 
sion. 

Sochi is less than dozen 
miles away from Russia’s bor¬ 
der with Abkhazia, a tiny prov¬ 
ince that declared independ¬ 
ence from Georgia in 2008.

Russian jet sales in limbo 
after disastrous test flight 


Sukhoi. Moscow jumps 
to plane's defence 
fol owing crash in 
Indonesia that appears 
to have killed 45 aboard 


The crash of a new, Russian- 
made jetliner into a jagged 
Indonesian volcano during a 
flight to impress potential buy¬ 
ers threw doubt on dozens of 
plane sales Thursday just as 
Moscow seeks a comeback in 
foreign markets. AU 45 people 
aboard were feared dead. 

Search-and-rescue teams 
chmbed through the mist- 
shrouded, jimgly terrain for 
nearly 20 hours to reach the 
site where the plane roared in 
at nearly 800 km/h Wednesday, 
exploding and raining debris 
down a nearly vertical slope. 

When the weather clears, 
bodies will have to be hoisted 
by nets and ropes onto hov¬ 
ering choppers, said Gagah 
Prakoso, a spokesman for the 
national search-and-rescue 
agency. 

“We’re still searching for 
survivors,” he said. “But it 



doesn’t look good.” 

The Sukhoi Superjet-100 — 
Russia’s first new model of pas¬ 
senger jet since the fall of the 
Soviet Union two decades ago 
— was supposed to kick-start 
the nation’s efforts to modern¬ 
ize its fleet and resurrect its 
neglected aerospace industiy. 

Indonesia, the fourth stop 
of a six-nation “Welcome 
Asia!” tour, was one of Sukhoi’s 


brightest hopes, accoimting for 
a big chunk of the 170 orders 
taken globally so far. 

Kartika Airlines, Sky Avi¬ 
ation and Queen Air — among 
dozens of airhnes to have 
popped up in the nation of 240 
million to meet the growing 
demand for cheap air travel 
in the last decade — together 
were aiming to buy at least 48. 

“We will wait for the result 


of the investigation before 
making any further (purchas¬ 
ing) decisions,” said Arifin 
Seman, one of the top execu¬ 
tives at Kartika. 

Krisman Tarigan, president- 
director of Sl^, said he 
“wouldn’t rule out cancellation 
if it turned out the crash oc¬ 
curred because the plane was 
not airworthy.”

Terror in Damascus. 

Massive blasts near 
government building 
kill 55 and further 
derail dwindling hopes 
for an end to violence 


Twin suicide car bombs ex¬ 
ploded outside a military in¬ 
telligence building and killed 
55 people Thursday, tossing 
mangled bodies in the street in 
the deadhest attack against a 
regime target since the S 3 ndan 
uprising began 14 months ago. 

The bombings fuelled fears 
of a rising Islamic militant ele¬ 
ment among the forces seek¬ 
ing to oust President Bashar 
Assad and dealt a further blow 
to international efforts to end 
the bloodshed. 

The first car bomb went 
off on a key six-lane highway 
during the morning rush hour, 
knocking down a security wall 
outside the government build¬ 
ing and drawing people to the 
scene, witnesses said. A much 
larger blast soon followed, 
shaking the neighbourhood, 
setting dozens of cars ablaze 
and sending up a grey mush¬ 
room cloud visible aroimd the 
capital. 


S 3 ndan state TV video 
showed dozens of bodies, 
some charred or dismem¬ 
bered, strewn in the rubble or 
still inside damaged cars. An 
Associated Press reporter at 
the scene saw medics in rub¬ 
ber gloves picking through the 
site for human remains amid 
the two craters that were blast¬ 


ed into the asphalt. 

The Interior Ministry, 
which oversees the pohce 
and security services, said 55 
people were killed and more 
than 370 were woimded. Of¬ 
ficials said suicide bombers 
detonated explosives weighing 
more than 1,000 kilograms. 

The government blamed 


the attack on armed terrorists 
it says are driving the upris¬ 
ing, which has grown into the 
strongest threat to the Assad 
family d 3 masty in its four dec¬ 
ades in power. 

Syria’s UN ambassador, 
Bashar Ja’afari, told the Se¬ 
curity Council that a second 
bombing in Aleppo on Thurs-

day also killed civilians and 
damaged property. 

A leader of the Free S 3 nian 
Army, an umbrella group of 
anti-regime militias through¬ 
out the country, condemned 
the Damascus attack and de¬ 
nied the group was involved. 

There was no immediate 
claim of responsibility, but a 
shadowy mihtant group call¬ 
ing itself the Al-Nusra Front 
has claimed past attacks 
through statements on mil¬ 
itant websites.

Canadian farms 
drop 10 per cent in 
five years: Census 


StatsCan. Agricultural 
census shows farmers 
are shifting efforts 
away from the cattle 
farming that was once 
the industry’s backbone 


Canada’s agricultural landscape 
— once dominated by small 
farms and plentiful livestock — 
is now characterized by larger 
operations that focus on crop 
production, new census num¬ 
bers suggested Thursday. 

Data from Statistics Can¬ 
ada’s 2011 census of agricul¬ 
ture showed the country’s 
farmers are consolidating 
their operations and shifting 
their efforts away from the 
cattle farming that was once 
the backbone of Canadian 
farming.

Although the number of 
farms slipped to 205,730 
from 229,373 in the previ¬ 
ous census, StatsCan said 
many smaller farms have 
been consolidated into 
larger operations over that 
five year stretch. 


• The total area of land being

while the average farm size 
jumped seven per cent to 
778 acres. 


shrank 10.3 per cent since the 
last census release in 2006, 
continuing a downward trend 
that first surfaced in 1941. The 
number of farm operators also 
dropped 10.1 per cent over the 
period. 

Data suggests, however. 


that the dechne in overall 
numbers doesn’t necessarily 
point to a downturn in total 
farming. 

Alfons Weersink, professor 
of agriculture at the Univer¬ 
sity of Guelph, said digging 
deeper into the census data 
reveals a sector that’s in fairly 
robust health. 

“The last several years 
have been good for most of 
agriculture,” Weersink said in 
a telephone interview. “Prof¬ 
its have been up, prices have 
been increased quite signifi¬ 
cantly from the last census. 
... There’s been a significant 
boost up.” 

Weersink cites the growing 
number of commercial farms 
as evidence of the industry’s 
strength. StatsCan said the 
number of farms reporting 
more than $1 million in gross 
farm receipts soared 31.2 per 
cent from 2006 levels.

Google. Bing 
builds search 
showcase 


Microsoft’s Bing search engine 
is heading in a new direc¬ 
tion as it drills deeper into 
Facebook’s social network and 
Twitter’s messaging service to 
showcase information unlikely 
to be found on Google. 

The changes, imveiled 
Thursday, will reshape how 
Bing displays its search results. 
It represents Microsoft’s most 
dramatic shift in Internet 
search since the software 
maker introduced Bing as a 
“decision engine” nearly three 
years ago. Microsoft Corp. is 
coimting on the new format to 
loosen Google’s stranglehold 
on the lucrative hitemet search 
market. In the process, Micro¬ 
soft hopes to turn a profit in 
its online division, which has 
lost more than $6.3 billion US 
since Bing’s June 2009 debut. 
Bing replaced “Live Search,” 
a mostly futile attempt to 
challenge Google. Microsoft 
touted Bing as a Google al¬ 
ternative that would provide 
more meaningful results.

Since 2005, Canadian Tire Jumpstart 
has helped more than 400,000 children 
participate in sports and recreation 
programs. But with one-third of 
Canadian families unable to enrol their 
children in sports programs because of 
cost, many kids are still missing out 
on the health benefits, self-esteem and 
camaraderie that participating in sports 
can offer. 

Add to that the fact that budget cuts 
across the country mean less physical 
education and extracurricular activity 
in school. What’s more, childhood 
obesity is dramatically on the rise, 
along with a general perception that 
neighbourhoods aren’t safe places to 
play anymore. 

Hood believes it’s up to everyone in 
a community to do their part to support 
youth sports and activities. “You have 
to look at yourself,” he says. “If you 
were coached and mentored when you 
were a kid, you are better off for it. 
Programs like Canadian Tire Jumpstart 
are opportunities to let young people 
achieve their dreams. We should all 
support that.”

Most Canadians generally 
don’t think of their homes 
as a potential pile of cash in 
the bank, but experts say it’s 
something worth pondering 
now that home prices in Can¬ 
ada may have hit their peak. 

In fact, analysts say if fi¬ 
nance is the only considera¬ 
tion, conditions now and 
into next year or so form a 
seldom seen sweet spot for 
using home equity as a type 
of asset for investment. 

At about $370,000 aver¬ 
age nationally — and just 
under $800,000 in Vancou¬ 
ver — home prices are al¬ 
ready at record levels. Many 
observers believe prices are 
long due for a downward 
correction of anywhere from 
10 per cent to 25 per cent, 
perhaps more in some of the 
hottest markets. 

“Home prices to income, 
housing price to rent, all 
the indicators are setting off 
warning signals,” said Derek 
Burleton, a senior economist 
with TD Bank. 

“If you are purely in it for 
reaping profits, now is not 
a bad time to sell” before 
prices drop. 

The profits from sell¬ 
ing a home can be used to 
build savings, eliminate 
debt, make traditional in¬ 
vestments or, ironically, buy 
more real estate — albeit in 
a different market where 
home prices are lower. 

Of course, even if it makes

sense financially, selling the 
family home to rent or move 
to a less expensive housing 
market doesn’t make life¬ 
style sense for the vast ma¬ 
jority of Canadians. 

In market terms, selling a 
home at the peak is a way of 
“locking in” profits accumu¬ 
lated over the past decade of 
price appreciation — and tax 
free if it’s the principal home. 

Meanwhile, home valua¬ 
tions have been rising far 
faster than the rent they 
would fetch since at least 
2000. Canada’s home price- 
to-rent ratio is well above 
historic norms and among 
the highest in the advanced 
world. 

That is a hard indicator 
that homes are over-valued, 
but also that renting is rela¬ 
tively cheap compared to

40 per cent of the profits 
from oil and natural gas in 
Canada go to foreign-owned 
companies.

The man who played Gandhi 
has portrayed many other 
heavy characters throughout 
his long career, but a king of 
comedy he’s never been. Sir 
Ben Kingsley is the first to 
own up to this, but it seems 
worth a shot in order to work 
with a man whom he men¬ 
tions in the same breath as 
Charlie Chaplin. 

“The great ones, like 
Chaplin and Sacha Baron Co¬ 
hen make it look effortless,” 
he says. 

“It’s not effortless.” 

In the latest film from the 
man responsible for Ali G, 
Borat and Bruno, Sir Kingsley 
portrays the menacing uncle 
of Admiral General Aladeen 


(Cohen), the dictator of fic¬ 
tional African nation Wadiya. 
Though he’s not dropping 
the one-liners the way Baron 
Cohen gets to, this English 
actor brings an air of sophis¬ 
tication to the film. 

With any Sacha Baron 
Cohen project, the humour 
comes out of how truthful it 

is. What’s the most import¬ 
ant ’serious message’ in the 
film? 

I am hoping personally that 
it will reveal in people per¬ 
haps some hidden fears or 
prejudices. ... (Baron Cohen 
and his creative team) voice 
certain phobias, prejudices. 
...It might cause people to 
feel resentment, not offense, 
because Sacha’s character is 
sa 3 dng things that, if they said 

it, they would be arrested or 
lose their job, but they are ca¬ 
pable of saying those things. 
I think that’s where satire is 
really valuable. Those that 
are made to feel uncomfort¬ 
able will feel resentful that in 
their enforced political cor¬ 
rectness, they’re not allowed 
to be anti-Semitic. ‘Like, why 


can that f—ker up there say 
it and if I say it. I’ll lose my 
job!”’ 

You got to spend a lot of 
time holding Baron Cohen’s 
hand throughout the film. 
How was that for you? 

That is the relationship, you 
see. I am his uncle, and I 
know that he’s still a child, 
so whatever street he has to 
cross, be it in the UN or arriv¬ 
ing in New York, or going to a 
nuclear facility, he’s crossing 
a street. I know he’s a total 
idiot and I’ve done nothing to 
further his education, or his 
well being. It’s better for my 
character, the uncle, to in- 
fantilize and keep him there. 

Sacha Baron Cohen was 
responsible for Borat which 
many have said was one 
of the best movies of the 
last decade, but it did 
not receive a Best Picture 
Oscar nomination. Why do 
comedies never win that 
category? 

I think there’s this mis¬ 
conception that’s com¬ 
pletely understandable. 


that comedy is easy — that 
we’re basically having fun. 
All we’re doing is fooling 
around in front of a camera. 
I could talk for years trying 
to dispel this m 3 d:h but no¬ 
body wants to hear it. Sacha 
was talking to me about the 
science of comedy — how 
he numerically grades from 


one to ten, the value of a 
certain reaction. Where it is 
in the film, in the editing, 
whether to go for two sevens 
or cut them and go for a ten 
and always to keep poking at 
the nerve ... that prejudiced 
nerve. 

So then would you put this 


performance on par with 
playing Gandhi? 

My body chemistry chan¬ 
ges to the same degree on 
the word action, no matter 
what I’m doing. Whether 
it’s a marathon or a series 
of sprints, I still have to use 
the same muscles, so I can’t 
really differentiate.

Bemie Finkelstein sounds 
relaxed over the phone 
from his getaway in Prince 
Edward County. Fruits 
of having sold his True 
North Records in late

But 
it’s understandable, given 
that we’re overwhelmed 
with American music 
history.” 

Tme North was 
founded in 1969, two 
years before Canadian 
content regulations went 
into effect. “You have to 
understand that back 
then there was no Can¬ 
adian music industry.

Regina Spektor would really 
appreciate it if you could put 
your camera phone videos of 
her performances up online. 

Not only do those videos 
help her remember how the 
new songs she is working out 
in concert go, but they also 
help her retrieve songs that 
she forgets how to play 

“In Florida I had to go 
online and go to YouTube 
and figure out the chords,” 
she says of a song from her 
2009 album. Far. “I’ve writ¬ 
ten so much stuff since then 
that I’ve pushed it out of my 
head.” 

And as far as the bootlegs 
of songs in progress go, she 
says if not for those phone 
videos, the songs Patron Saint 
and Open probably wouldn’t 
have even made it onto her 
new album.

mind it was just a placeholder 
for a real trumpet,” she says.

When asked how the writing 
process differed between Up 
From Below, the 2009 debut 
from Edward Sharpe and the 
Magnetic Zeros and their up¬ 
coming album. Here, singer 
Alex Ebert is quick to give 
credit to the 11 other mem¬ 
bers of his band. 

“It was a little more all- 
togethery,” he says. “We all 
sat around and worked on ar¬ 
rangements together.” 

Ebert may have just coined 
the phrase, “all-togethery” on 
the spot, but it’s quite an ac¬ 


curate description. A few of 
the songs on Here don’t even 
feature a lead vocal and are 
more like group sing-alongs. 

“As we became a band over 
the last three years, doing all 
these radio sessions, we would 
sing together in an acoustic 
environment, really hearing 
each other,” says Ebert. 

Like its predecessor, the al¬ 
bum is full of fun, funky folk, 
but with more of a focus. 

“I don’t tend to put out 
stuff that has a major themat¬ 
ic through-line,” says Ebert. “I 
tend to do what my detractor’s 
would call unfocused albums.” 

The theme of Here seems 
to be a sort of reckoning with 
the evils of the world and find¬ 
ing goodness and spirituahty 
within oneself, independent 
of any organized religion. 

“I would say it’s an im¬ 
mense amount of defiance 
in the face of what would 
otherwise create a dejected 
character,” says Ebert.

ance in the will to perceive 
things as possible, and hope¬ 
ful and to be able to dance 
through the murder and 
pain.”

“A cult is a cult until it be¬ 
comes popular and then it’s a 
religion,” he reasons.

If ever there was an album 
that I was slightly nervous 
about delivering, I would say 
it would be this album. 

“It’s a httle bit outside the 
realm that we’ve played in, 
but that’s always fun to do for 
yourself We feel quite com¬ 
fortable putting out an 32 thing 
that we love, knowing that we 
have these people to share it 
with, and a growing number 
of people to share it with, too.”

As Blue Bloods reaches its 
second season finale, Tom Sel¬ 
leck is looking ahead to season 
three. 

On the CBS hit drama, Sel¬ 
leck plays Frank Reagan, the 
NYPD commissioner and patri¬ 
arch of a family devoted to law 
enforcement and one another. 
His offspring include a detec¬ 
tive (Donnie Wahlberg), a cop 
(Will Estes) and an assistant 
DA. (Bridget Moynahan). On 
duty and off, they, along with 
the extended Reagan family, 
have each other’s backs — even 
if it’s not always easy to say it. 

“We Reagans aren’t real 
gushy, but 1 couldn’t be more 
proud of you,” Frank Reagan 
tells his daughter in one of his 
more expansive displays. 

Frank is an upright, reassur¬ 
ing presence for his brood and 
for Blue Bloods viewers alike, 
especially while at the head 
of the table for family dinners 
that have become a weekly 
staple of the show.

StiU strikingly handsome 
at 67, the strapping, dimple¬ 
cheeked Selleck has had to 
work against those leading- 
man looks ever since his uncer¬ 
tain start as an actor.

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Fiction is still stranger than truth 


New novel. Writer 
John Irving is 
perplexed by today's 
obsession with 'reality' 


John Irving says today’s 
reality-obsessed culture has 
affected the way many read¬ 
ers approach fiction and 
prompted a barrage of ques¬ 
tions about whether the 
famed author’s novels are 
based on his own life. 

“We live in a time when 
people think that reality 
is more interesting than 
what can be made up,” said 
the acclaimed 70-year-old 
writer, whose 13th novel. 
In One Person, is out this 
week. 

“Well, I’ve never felt that 
way.” 

In One Person tells the 
story of Billy Abbott, a sex¬ 
ually conflicted writer who 
begins life in a small Ver¬ 
mont town and ultimately 
navigates his way through 
the darkest days of the AIDS 
crisis in New York City. The 
subject matter, Irving says, 
prompted one U.K. publi¬ 
cation to pursue a story on 


whether the author himself 
is bisexual (the piece was ul¬ 
timately dropped). 

Such pre-occupations 
are baffling to Irving, 
whose celebrated works 
include The World Accord¬ 
ing to Carp and The Cider 
House Rules. “I published 
my first novel (Setting Free 
the Bears) in the late 1960s. 
Through the 1980s, which 
would include A Prayer For 
Owen Meany, which was 
published in ‘89 ... almost 
no one asked me an auto¬ 
biographical question. No 
one said: ‘Is this your fath¬ 
er? Is this your mother? Is 
this your sister? Is this you?’ 
No one asked me,” he said. 

“Now, it’s the first thing 
you’re asked ... I think 
what’s happened to many 
people is ... they don’t read 
as much fiction as they 
used to. They’re not as con¬ 
sistently reading novels as 
people were 10 or 25 years 
ago and so they don’t know 
how to talk about novels so 
much. They can’t imagine 
a way to imagine a novel 
without thinking that it 
must have some personal 
connection to you.” 

Irving, who has an apart¬ 
ment in Toronto and spends 


his summers on Georgian 
Bay, notes that the current 
“reality or news-driven” 
climate has also spawned a 
voracious appetite among 
readers for true-life mem¬ 
oirs. 

“There are more mem¬ 
oirs than I’ve ever seen, 
more memoirs than ever 
should be written, in my 
opinion,” he said, adding 
that there are only a hand¬ 
ful of people who have lives 
interesting enough to put 
down on paper. 

North American writers, 
said Irving, have “suffered” 
from Ernest Hemingway’s 
“tiresome” dictum: “Write 
about what you know.” 

Instead, he endorses the 
advice of Herman Melville, 
who said: “Woe to him who 
seeks to please rather than 
appall.” 

“Think about what 
you’re afraid of, not what’s 
happened to you” said Irv¬ 
ing, who won an Oscar in 
2000 for his Cider House 
screenplay. “Think about 
what you hope never hap¬ 
pens to anyone you know or 
love or to yourself ... write 
about that.” 

The advice is particularly 
poignant given the achingly 



sad events of In One Person. 

While the book contains 
plenty of the author’s sig¬ 
nature whimsy, as well as 
many Irving standbys (Ver¬ 
mont, Vienna, wrestling), 
it’s been called his most 
political novel yet.

• 2 cups (500 ml) all purpose 
flour 

• 4 tsp (20 ml) baking powder 

• % tsp (1 ml) salt 

• >2 cup (125 ml) lard or 
shortening 

• 2/3 cup (150 ml) milk 

Filling 

• >2 cup (125 ml) butter, very 
soft but not melted 

• >2 cup (125 ml) packed 
brown sugar 

• 2 tsp (10 ml) ground 
cinnamon 


mon buns are perfect to enjoy 
with a cup of tea or coffee with 
mom or any special person on 
any day you want to sit back 
and chat about a memory or 
two. 

They’re best served warmed 
out of the oven or reheated in 
the microwave before serving. 

1. In saucepan, melt but¬ 
ter and sugar, whisking over 
medium heat imtil smooth 
and combined. Pour into light¬ 
ly sprayed 8 inch (2 L) baking 
dish; spread evenly across bot¬ 
tom; set aside. 

2. Dough: In bowl, stir flour, 
baking powder and salt. Cut 
lard into flour using fingers 
imtil mix is crumbly looking. 
Drizzle in milk and stir using 
fork to combine. Bring dough 
together and knead gently on 
hghtly floured surface to make 
smooth dough. Roll out dough 
on floured surface to make a 
14-inch (35 cm) square.

4. Bake in centre of a 400 F 
(200 C) oven 25 mins or until 
golden brown and sauce is bub¬ 
bly. Let stand for three minutes 
before turning out onto platter.
